Corps  and  served  two  and  one-half 
years  in  Togo,  West  Africa,  where  he 
met  his  future  wife,  Bonnie,  also  a 
Peace  Corps  member. 

Perhaps  it  was  during  this  time  in 
the  Peace  Corps  when  Dean  honed  his 
skills  as  a  bread  maker,  a  culinary

The 
descendent  of  Govermir 
Tryon  had  no  place  to  stay, 
so  Dean  offered  him  a  room 
in  their  home.  Mr.  Tryon  clearly  had  a 
grand  time,  because  he  ended  up  stay- 
ing for  several  days!

training  for  guides  and  interpretive 
staff,  but  it  is  the  Carraway  Research 
Library  that  is  the  source  from  which 
deeper  and  richer  knowledge  is  mined. 
There,  trainers  and  trainees  alike  pour 
over  volumes  on  history,  art,  antiques, 
gardens,  gardening  and  a  host  of  other 
subjects  in  search  of  ideas  that  will 
shed  new  light  on  the  past. 

This  spring  the  Carraway  Library 
got  a  big  boost  when  it  began  moving 
into  spacious  new  quarters  in  the 
recently  renovated  Disosway  House. 
Over  the  past  decade  the  collection 
has  nearly  doubled,  filling  all  the  space 
in  the  Commission  House  Library  and 
spilling  over  into  offices  around  the 


Palace  complex.  The  new  location  will 
bring  all  of  the  Library's  holdings 
under  one  roof. 

A  grant  from  the  Council  of 
Friends  purchased  the  525  linear  feet  of 
shelf  space  that  will  accommodate  the 
library's  3845  individual  titles  and  847 
volumes  of  bound  periodicals  and  insti- 
tutional reports  with  room  left  over  to 
grow.  There  is  a  separate  bound  periodi- 
cal room.  Computers  will  simplify 
searches  by  author,  title  or  subject  mat- 
ter. The  entire  collection  has  been 
reclassified  and  catalogued  by  Tryon 
Palace  Registrar,  Dean  Knight. 

The  Gertrude  Carraway  Research 
Library  is  scheduled  to  open  in  July.

"Gertrude  Sprague  Carraway  (1896-1993)  brought  more  focm  to 
New  Bern  and  eastern  North  Carolina  than  anyone  else  of  her 
generation.

The  James  Bryan  Day  Book  -  1  794-1  799 


The  James  Bryan  Day  Book  will  have  a  pervnanent  home  in  the 
Carraway  Research  Library. 


The  library  is  home  to  many  rare 
hooks,  but  one  recent  acquisi- 
tion is  especially  interesting  for 
the  light  it  sheds  on  everyday  life  in 
times  past.  The  James  Bryan  Journal, 
better  known  as  the  Day  Book,  was 
kept  by  the  prosperous  owner  of  a  gen- 
eral store  and  several  ships  that  moved 
goods  from  as  far  away  as  the  West 
Indies  to  the  colonies. 

Bryan's  journal  is  important  to 


researchers,  because  it  reveals  the  his- 
tory of  colonial  New  Bern  through 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  goods. 
Genealogists  will  find  the  journal  a 
wonderful  resource  because  many  of 
the  names  recorded  are  heard  in  New 
Bern  today.  Researchers  will  learn 
which  ships  were  in  port,  the  names 
of  their  captains  and  the  variety  of 
goods  they  delivered  to  inir  thriving 
port  city. 


A  native  New  Bernian,  Ken 
Brinson,  discovered  the  journal  in  a 
rare  bookstore  in  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee.  As  a  former  superintend- 
ent of  schools  and  histt)rian,  he 
immediately  recognized  the  value  of 
the  journal.  Brinson  contacted  Victor 
Jones,  Local  History  and  Genealogical 
Librarian  at  the  New  Bern-Craven 
County  Library,  who  suggested  he 
contact  the  Tryon  Palace 
Commission.   The  Palace 
Commission  purchased  the  book,  and 
had  it  restored. 

The  James  Bryan  Day  Book  has 
finally  returned  home  to  New  Bern 
and  is  safely  preserved  for  the 
education  ot  future  generations 
in  the  Gertrude  Carraway  Research 
Library.  There  is  an  interesting 
coincidence  to  this  story  -  if  you  stand 
on  the  front  porch  of  the  Disosway 
House,  which  houses  the  Gertrude 
Carraway  Library,  and  look  across  the 
street  at  605  Pollock,  you  will  see  the 
home  of  James  Bryan.  His  journal 
resides  less  than  200  feet  from  where 
Mr.  Bryan  made  the  first  entry  210 
years  ago.
